Tbe Fchool is an incorporated so- 
ciety, and owns a farm of fifty-seven 
acres. It is f-npiiorted entirely by 
donali'>n«, thonj?li Stale cid is hop'-d 
for 111 the near future. There are two 
ili-piirtments — an industrial and an 
educational. The wholo is superin- 
.nded by Mr. Win. B. Swett. Miss 
v'llie Swett assisted by Mr. Harry 
White, are instructors in the educa- 
tional department, tlie former, who is 
fi hearing liidy, giving instruction in 
aiti<;ii1ation to all who can be. bene- 
fited by it. 

The industrial department is in- 
tended to give indnsti'ial training to 
all deaf - mules of New England 
who may need it, no matter if they 
have graduated from other schools or 
not, and afford employment to all who 
can not obtain it elsewhere. The edu- 
cational dcpirlment receives pnpil.'i 
as in other institutions for deafmutes, 
and teachce them by tbe methods 
adopted in the largest and oldest 
schools in the country — that is, by the 
sign-system and the articulation sys- 
tem, in different classes. 

The superintendent's report gives 
the history of the origin and progress 
of the school, and is worthy of being 
reafl. 

The receipts for the year ending 
December 1880 amounted to $2,445.63 
and the cxpemlitures $2,.35I).59, leav- 
ing a balance in favor of the school of 
f 86.04. The amount of the expenses 
incurred has been remarkably low 
so low, in fact, that ft seems almost 
incredible when we consider that there 
are 18 pupils connected with the edu- 
cational department and 8 with the

Jf the liuinlior who oanie 
last year is w>inderfiil the iiunibcr of those who 
will iiavo arrived at tho end of this year will y<'t 
he more so, and nniy roiich a niilhon. Think 
what ail aeipiiiitioii these hundreds of Ihoii- 
g uids ol I r.iw'iiy ariiiH andskillud l>aiid< will bo to 
our country.

To the down-trodden Muropeau peasant and the 
Unglisli, Iri-h and Kcololi laborers and nrlisans. 
.\iiieiioa is a viHion ot plenty. Joy and liboity, as 
iiiueh so as wii,s tho vi-ioii of Cnnaiui (loving 
with inilU and honey to tho overburdened Ho- 
hrowin I ho l';gy|itJot old. Here in Aniorioa, tho 
work of a f<uv years will iMini any iiian a home, 
II plot of hind, and if ho \vislieH. a hoivo aiitl a 
eow. '1 hen ho ean soon lay by onoiigh to sup- 
port liiin till death. In JCiiropo the work of a 
lifetiino will generally jii-t oaiii tho uoeowitio'. 
of lifo. The wages are so low tinae that wo can 
not realize what it wiiulil bo to live there. As 
a rule the best workmen there eaii only earn as 
inueli in a weiik as the sniiio workmen iniike in n 
day here. It is a hand to nioiilh struggle for ex- 
isleiioe, and will II ago hinds the liaok and para- 
ly;!iis thu iui«s4ilo^ of tho livborer liioro ho hai< to 
live on his son, or, if he liiia none, ho must end 
lii.s life ill the almshouse. 

llio small fai mors and cinptoyorR linvo rienrly 
as hiird a tinio as tho labor<u*s. Tho vast Htiind- 
iiig armies and (.he oiiitiberHonio, unwieldy aiido\ 
pensive goveriiiiM^nts make it noee,*sa.ry io levy 
lieavy taxes. These fall hardest iii'oii the smail 
property-holders and eat lip wlialevor prolit is 
miiile alter tho ex| eiihos of li\ing' and labor arti 
paid, so that they thank Ood if at tho end of 
their lives they are ablo to liaiiil to their sons as 
niui'li and not less than what they received from 
their fathers. All classes alii. e have to do mili- 
tary nervioe, but it falls hardest oil tho laborer 
and his petty em|ilover. la'causo it taKo< U|) tho 
viry beat lime of their live.s, not to speak of the 
risli of death or disability wliieli may befall tlieiii 
at. any time and leave tlieir loved oiios tielpless. 
Again, tho horrors of war may at any time fall 
on iheiu. Hardly a ,voar passes but Ihuinlerhigs 
and mutterings are lieaid from some ([uarter, 
racking the ooininoii poo[ilo with anxiety loa-l 
soon the iiiviider will be at their doors, their 
homes di'stroyed and Iheniselves ruined forever. 
even if they are Noforlunalo as to osoaiio with 
lifo. In Kiiropo the barriers of sooioty are walls 
of iron, geiiiii-- and talent have a long, bard and 
cheerless si niggle before they can climb over 
them and win reoogintlon. We now ami then 
boar of a groat man who has lisou from the 
lowest ranks to the highest ; but for one such, 
perhaps, half a Inindred have failed discouraged 
Unlt^sH the able young men ctiili their stiirils 
to sorvo and support tho traditions and pio- 
(udioes of the nobility and the powers that bo, 
there i< no ho e of ooliliniil or otiior HiiooeHS ; 
every (idroit is broiiglit to erusli tlioni and keep 
them down. 

What a contrast our counlry nlTords in every 
Instanoo Wages are high ami living is reaHoua- 
sbly cheap. Onr government is the cheapest, in 
in nroporlioii to population and territory, of luiy 
ill tho world. Wo have no standing army worlby 
of tho name, and our taxes are nothiiig coin- 
pared with theirs. No one )M obli^od to carry 
HriuH. and w« live in no fear of war. Kvery mail 
oiiii sit under his own vino niid llg Ireo. aiid en- 
joy tho friiils of his till. Thodividiiig lines of 
society, if then! arc any, iiro easily passed. 
Ability is ipiifilily recognized and onromnged. 
For do not all our lending nion, with hardly an 
exception, owe all (heir suo.'o-s and inlliienco to

Thero never 
was, or baldly o.Hi ever bo, a luoro perfect ro- 
pro-oiitalivo tlnin ho of (liu true goniiis of 
Aiiierioaii iiistitnlioiis ; nor a heller oxainple for 
niiiiilatioii ; so honest and biavu for the righl, 
BO CMiiiteous to his adversaiics and hu truu to 
every trust coinmltted liiiii.

'I'benii niiiiii iiioro than one half 
of onr whole number ignorant or iiiM'dueated, 
part too young fur rchool, part too old, Inil a 
gtvat iiiimner who aio of sonool afte, hut ignti- 
rniit, or tholr fiionds Igiioiaiit, of the existoiiOB 
of luslitutions for their heinlll. Kvery odiicilod 
deaf-iinuo should Iry to lliid these and have Ihein 
sent to school If ovcry one should do ho tho 
niimbor of pill ils III our institutions would bo 
doubled, and II would ho a iioblii tiling lo thus 
I'Xiend their advantiigts and bldssiiiga.

odiioation in Amoricn, wo find much to excite our 
mterust and gratlludu. Imagine what the feel- 
ings of Oiillaudet and Were would have been if 
tliey could hiiV" for.cen tho roult id' their tirst, 
niiii.ll bo, inning. It' Wnuld liavo 1 orii li.o a 
gliui|ise of heaven (o them, weary and harassed 
iiH Ihey.ofleii wore l>y He dillicuilios in tlitir way. 
The i'ieo|ilo of the Uiiilod States have hy the 
efforts of such men been brought to seetinii 
duly in ediic.iiing the do if. fO that now in every 
stale or MC ion their ediioalion it suopi.rtod on 
the rnme fooling as t'lat ol tho piiblio i.o1|"OIh 
And more, tiio nation il govoriunenl h rs set it-i 
seal upon it all by establishing and supporting a 
college for its belli lit. In all this our class is 
much more (orluiiate here than iiiKuiope. where 
the kindred in.stiliilions are siipported as ].nre 
charily. ('onsnpiently their advantages are 
somewhat limited, and a inunh greater number 
nrolett in ignorance than here. As the chances 
of all in the lower and middle classes are much 
(loorer there than hen.', so the deaf there are dou- 
lily liiuidicai>peil in the race of lifo. If they could 
he brought to avail themselves of the advnnlauos 
of emigration to this country it would ho a 
glint hoon tothoiu, It would bo worth while 
for some ingcnions niind among us to try and 
devise some plan hy wliioli this could brought 
about. They have hardly an association like 
oiira for hriiiging themsoives together to en- 
liven their somewhat monotonous lives with 
such feasts of reason and llow of soul as can 
best he eiijoyeil thro' the beautiful ami expres- 
sive langitago of signs, tho mother tongue of 
the deaf. 

Olancing around upon tho progress of the 
world around us, it hehoovos us to sock out and 
hear in inind how wo can keep pnco with it and 
pros^i ourselves worthy of our tune and country. 
Now, it is true that our class is so widely seal- 
tered that, when isolated by ourselves we often 
feel ourselves, as il were, lost in the great world 
of hearing people. But thu mark which dis- 
tinguishos our class is so Hingular and impor- 
tant, that most people who have no fncuUu's for 
observation take it for granted that (bis mark of 
deafness inlluences even mind and characler. 
Thus if one deaf-mute does so and so, the pub- 
lic have a way of inferring that all other deaf- 
inuteHdn the same. Is a mut4< drinks, steals, begs 
or brawls, they take il for granted that those are 
the hescllliig sins of tho rest of us. Of ooiirse, 
nothing can lie more abHUr|) than such an idea, 
for we see in our class every grade of intelU»cl 
liiid shade of character, from tin' spotless lamb 
to (he black Nhceti, and people who hold such an 
idea err as imich as the- Kt,iiio]iiaiis who, from 
having seen a lew white men, inrerred that all 
while nien wire tlcnds, and that (be devil liiin- 
self was while, lint this notion about our class 
is tlie oomnion i.r'Judieo of the i>oople, and as 
wo have to taUu tho woi id as it is, and not as we 
would have made it. we must avoid riiniiiiig 
against it. So it happi'iis that every one of us 
has, in a grealer or less degree, the keeping of 
onr goi d name in his hands, lleiico it follows 
that if I am deaf there is ten times tho more 
reason that I should behave better than other 
peoiile, Kveiy one ought to feel and should try 
to bear and guard this responsibility. Every 
deaf-mule ought to per('ee( hiinself in whatever 
trade or occupation he follows, and to avoid 
such as he is not inbi pled to. if not for his own 
Hake, tlien for the sake of his brethren. It is 
not necessary to argue this point, for wiio of you 
have not been turned away when yi>u aiiplied 
for work wi 111 (ho answer,' "\Vn liad a deaf- 
iiiute, but bo did not know his trade, and we do 
not want any more." Of what u-o were your 
arguments tiiivt yon knew yimr trade, they were 
of no avail 

Tho local doaf-mnto sooietips are in tho way of 
doing a great deal of good They can inUiienco 
(he conduct of Iheir members for good, for who 
likoH to iH'ivist in doing things for which lie 
knows that his aKsociates will despise him They 
relieve and stimul.ile tho minds of Ihi'ir mem- 
hers thro' the easy tlow of conversiition, the 
sparkle of wit and the sliai |) retort of debiito. 
(or all of which no Inngnngo is moro adniileii 
than fiantomime. Another good tiling nhoul 
llii'se soeieliea is that thoy niako the i>uhlie 
acquaiiiled with onr class and win ils respect 
and good will. 

It is an axiom that the Iroiilment of its wo- 
iiiou shows Ihe jilacc of any people in the scale 
of clvilizalioii. ir il is ho Ihon our c'asH can 
claim a posilion with the hrst, for wo hiivo 
already been thinking and planning for a coli(>ge 
for (he voiiiig people. And when it heeomes a 
fact, then they can if they choose, become as 
enidile as your voiiug men, and thus eipiils in 
ovir\thing. Thus shoulder to shoulder, all 
working togelhor. we shall win for our da a an 
honorable name and the respect of all ]>eo|ilo. 
Then every one can feel a glow of honest pride 
ill tlie thoujiht "I'm a deiif-mute.",

Tlie deaf hftlies al the Convention 
were nt.t as nnniirdiis us defirid, btit 
tho.se who ivcru IhiTe wt-re doubtless 
good-looking, intelligent and enter- 
taining company, for tho honorable 
members of the "silent parliament." 

Jiev. Mr. Syle's neat little argument 
in favor of an additional State institu- 
tion for the deaf and dumb of Penn- 
sylvania, is too pithy to be quickly 
read— read slowly, pOnder, think, 
deliberate, tell the" fivcts and figures 
to your influential friends; and if 
you kill yonrself in doing that much, 
you will be a martyr in the hearts of 
succeeding generations. . 

The big hearted Abe Martin, of 
Steelton. felt rather disappointed be- 
cause the i;onvention did not wind up 
with a picnic. The disappointment 
was general, and not only confined to 
Abe, who felt inclined to ''make the 
fur fly." This inclination wtis how- 
ever dispelled by four Philadelphia 
mntes, who'called on him to accept 
of his hospitality and look over his 
property. Abe is a smart fellow, and 
uses pretty good JOnglish, works re- 
gul.arly in the steel works at his place, 
has tici'umulatedsome property by his 
own liands, raisoil a family, treats his 
wife well, likes intelligent company, 
has signed the temperance pledge, 
just as any other man should do ; but 
somehow, wo got the impression thsU 
the plug of tobacco in his pocket was 
either too thick, too wide or loo long. 

Six deaf persons, including Breen, 
Conro/, Elwell, Snare, Wilson and 
Devlin, left Harrisbnrg for Philadel 
phia by the Chicago Express, Sunday 
afternoon. August 28ih. When near 
Philadelphia, between 6:30 and 7:00 
P.M., Ihe roar Pullman car of the 
train was run into and " telescoped' 
by the engine of the St. Louis Express 
train, which was supposed to bo ten 
minutes apart. Several I'ullinan cars 
of both trains were considerably 
"smashed" into kindling wood. Mi- 
Thompson, proprietor of the Lochiel 
Hotise, where Editor Hodgson put 
up during the Convention, wtis severe- 
ly, but not dangerously, cut about the 
head. Several olher.swere lot-s seri- 
ously injured, nnd all on both trains 
were b.'idly sln.ken and scared. In 
the confusion preeeditig the collision, 
it is said some persons jumju-d out 
the windows of some of the Pullman 
Ciirs, and taking all into'consideration. 
it was miraculous how 



so many per- 
sons escaped unhurt. The ciir the 
mutes were in was a scene of great 
excitement. The |)assengers saw t!ie 
pursuing train, and had just ten 
.seconds lo meet their fate. Some got 
up from their seats and rushed to the 
forward end of the car, others stood 
still and screamed ; the mutes got 
out of their seats with their beating 
hearts in their throats ; nnd then 
caiue the terrible crash, and all 
over. The effect of the collision 
snch as nlmost to knock the 
over the back of tlieir seats, und to 
give them painful headaches.

Dkak liniToK : — Thinking that 
Home of your readei's may have! the 
impression that Mt. Wiisliiiigtoii is 
looked iijion as the ne plaauUrn of 
the Appitliichian system or excels any 
thing in mouiilain scenery in Ameri- 
ca, and Iniar little or nothing of the 
lieauty of mountain scenery in West- 
ern North Ciir.<li_na, 1 am induced 
to throw light upon their minds as to 
the nature of this " Land of tiie 
Sky." 

" It is," says Prof. Asa. Crny, of 
Harvard,, " the most beautifnl moun- 
tain in the world," Little has 
been said or written of this region, 
since it has not got a fashionabh; 
snminer resort, but some day n, 
knowledge of Iloaii Mountain will 
come to tlio people and the fact that 
here is — let us not say hero was — the 
finest opportunity for the botanist, 
geologist, and the artist, the most 
invi^^oratiiig air that keeps one con- 
Mniially hungry. For no other 
nioiintiuns east of the Kockios has 
iiiitiiru done more, or ofloivd hotter 
o|>portunities for the examination of 
geology iind mineralogy ; nor can any 
place 111 the broad land equal it in re- 
gard to \Ui accessibility and cheap- 
ness of living for tiioso who enjoy tins 
scenery of mountains, viiihiys, streams 
iind ))ondH, and the exhilarating sport 
of gunning and fishing. In most 
countries, a [ilaco once wild, in 
Hill lire first beauty, has been, by arti- 
ficial men,ns, made a fashioiialilo and 
attractive spot for thoiisiiiids of peo- 
ph. But to a lover of nature, the 
visitor sees things in all tiieir pristine 
glory. Hero too, for nature-lovers 
and hunters of the pictnresmie, for 
the botai. tist, the geologist, tlio pool 
and the artist., Uoaii Mountain is liet- 
t,cr as it is. No posts btiaring " Kticp 
olT the grass" are hero ; we enjoy an 
independciicc. 1 am delighted at be- 
ing able to find one spot in my 
country that is yet virgin, entirely 
iinp'-ofaned by human usa» and uii- 
liolluted by the works of man. 

It was lino Juno weather, not too 
hot for a fan and jylcasant enongli 
with one in the sun, that we, nine, 
left Washington, and in about a 
(lay's triivel arrived at .Johnson City, 
East Tenn., a way station, tho near- 
est point accessible to Itoan Moun- 
tain, located on the most western 
border of North Carolina. Leaving 
Johnson City, by the stage whicTi 
took lis ovef a road of about 27 
inil(!s distant ^and very long miles at 
that). I shall never forgcit the 
horrible jolting of the coach over f,he 
roads ; in fact, the grade being all 
the way like the hypothennse of a 
right-angled triangle, we drove over 
one of tho roughest roads I ever met 
with, and after many ))erilous escapes, 
lip, over, down bills, and, even 
over creeks for several miles, but all 
tho while cheered liy tho iirosefieo of 
one of the most beautiful moiintain.s 
along the road. Everywhere we 
found ono glaring fault : the roads 
\in;n: filled with loose stones from tlio 
size of a hickory nut to the bigness of 
a watermelon or California pumpkin. 
Thoy are a great nuisance in travel- 
ling and a jjreat injury t« horses anil 
carriages. Yet the roads are covered 
with them by tho thonsands. 'J'hey 
could be removed with little ex(;itioii 
and txpisnse, yet there they reninin 
your in and year out. I cannot tell 
my delight on (joining over the top of 
Irmi Mountain fully in presence of 
the sober and noble Iloan Mountain 
— tho grand, picturesque virgin 
world — as iinprofaiied a. id unpolluted 
by the works of man. 

The summit of Roiin Moiintiiin is 
reach(!d by a new road seven miles ii|) 
through tlie forests, through which is 
often caught a glimpse of the far olT 
mountain range lu siinsliine and 
darkened by clouds, the emoiuld 
glowing valleys, the precipices and 
depths about ns. On the nioiintniii 
to|) the view is beautiful and siiblirno. 
To the north is a fine view of the 
Uiiakiis, and to tl'.e north west tlie 
Cumberland Moiintrtiiis loom np. 
The view in this direction is the most 
extended, reaching over the the Vir- 
ginian filaii|s 15J taWm away. To 
the east and south is soon tho liino 
liidge and tim HIack Moiinltiiiis, the 
higliCHt [x'lik of which is Ml,. Mitch- 
ell, 7,707 feet above the sea. 

iloan Moiintiiin, it will bo remem- 
bered, barofm^trieally measured by 
Hev. John W. (Jhiekering, of the 
National Denf-Mute College at Wash- 
ington, D. C, is 6,391 feet above tho 
sea, and is i»erfoctly free from all im- 
purities of the atmosphere. Its top 
IS covered with an iminenso extension 
of grassy prairie of one thousand 
acres, studded iu tho spring tiino by 



red Ithododeiidrons, Azaliiis and 
inonnlain heath. 

'J'hiinder slornis are fre(|iienl ly be- 
low us and around ii.s. OIKiii wo can 
see nnigiiilicciit cloud lake.^, where all 
the world is under a false oc(!iin 
except the Bl.ick Moiintniiis which 
stand out of the snowy sea like 
ishinds. What aro clouds to you 
Ix^low are fogs to us (Ui the inountjiin. 
The air hero is rarer and |)uror than 
elsewhere on account of the elevation 
above the sea, and climaio is, thu.s, 
favoi-able to those who afflicted with 
liiiy fever and consumption. 

Ilere we have a temperature in the 
morning of 48 degrees, noon (lo 
degrees, night 48 to o^ d(!giees Fah. 
'I'lie suiis(!ts lire miigiiilieunt, luid are 
watched with intense interest as tlii^ 
change of light reflected from the 
Sun's rays on its bo.soiii makes a 
picture never to bo forgotten. Sun- 
rises are none the less interesting. 
Our Hotel, the " Cloiidland," just a 
few feet lower than tho lop of Mount 
Wasliiii^^toii, is loeiited about a 
liiiiiilrcd and twenty feet below the 
to]) of this niounliiin. 

I have seen the White Moiiiilaiiis, 
and I here record my opinitui, thai 
while I only admire the lioury, bold 
iukI nnijestie mountain, bearing the 
names of tho ancient Indian fore- 
fathers as the While Moiiiitaiiis do. 
and which is wanting here, tliei'o is 
yet nothing like tho varitul beauty 
and wild pietiiresipieuess to be seen 
in this " Lund of the Sky." 'I'lu^ 
ab.senco of voi'diiro there is one 
feature that is not pleasing. 

We have sjient two weeks in camp 
at Linville Uiver, l*'ail, and Tower, 
and besides have iiiado a brief ex- 
ploration of tho (Jraiidfal.her 
i\[(Mintains noted as the source of all 
the rivers llowiug to tho four points 
of the compass. Here I cannot do 
better than to (jiiolo Prof. John H. 
Ilotchkiss' own woids about Linville 
l''alls and Towc^rs : " We have visited 
the While Mountains; wo have trod- 
den the Alps ; w(! have visited nearly 
all tiviM-y ])iirt to the Souih ; and yet 
for singulurity, beauty and impressi'in 
wo can recall nothing siirjiassing thti 
vicinity of the Falls and Towers. 
The vie.w from tho Towers includes a 
a greater expanse, and a greater 
variety of so(^iieiy than any we can 
lecolleet. Of tlu; ('annon and falls, 
the |)e(tnliar contour o! the rocks, tlu' 
lieaiitifiil (lool, and the tortuous path 
tho waters have cut for tliomselves 
will (!Ver remain a wonderful ,sii;ht."

One of tho most curious ami 
wonderful works of Nature m to be 
seen bore. There is tho (Janoii, a 
largo, deep basin hewn out, as it 
wero, by tho action of water. This 
basin was in ages past a wliii'l pool 
of water and rock.s worked lo;^ether. 
The rocks by coiitiiiiial whirling and 
grinding each ol.luT, and knocking 
against the sides of the basin, in time 
drilled a few holes in one side, of the 
basin, out of which the water now 
finds egress. I'^ormerly tho basin was 
full of wat(!r and (lowed over the top 
ill a beautiful catiiract. The wmk 
was neatly, (iveiily, even artistically 
done. It is phun the river has been 
rolling for ngos here as it rolls to-day 
and as it will roll for ages to come.

Few Wordu to the ^few EiiKlnnd 
(iailiiudet AiKocintion. 



It is my intention bore to correct 
a certain misapprehension of facts 
existing among some members of the 
New England Oallaudet Association, 
which concerns me pcirsonally. 

1 have been inado awJiro of the 
many complaints reganling tho non- 
publication, in pamphlet form, of tlw 
)>roc«'t'ding8 of the last Convention, 
the respoiisibilily for which having 
been lai<l at tho door of the Coinmittoe 
apjiointed to revise (he Coiislitutioii 
and By-Laws. 

Facts will point another way, and 
direct the voi(;o of censure elsewhere. 

Now, the facts aro these : In the 
morning's session jn-ecnding the ox. 
cnision to Nantiisket Beach, Mr. Geo. 
A. Newhiill ma<lo a motion to tho ef- 
fect that the to bo newly revised Con- 
stitution and By-Laws, together with 
a report of the proceedings, bo puli- 
liHlnvd at the same time in pamphlet.s, 
which, in the hurry of the momiiiit, 
was j)aHH«id without much considera- 
tion. In the ('vening session, aftcT the 
return from the Beach, I arose and 
asked Ml-. Newhiill how it was pos 
siblo to print tlu! Il<!vis<'d Const ilu- 
tion before it had been formally adopt- 
ed by tho Asstxjiation tit its next 
Convention. To this, Mr. Newhall 
replied that ho bad been thinking the 
matter over during the day, ami saw 
the difficulty I poititiMl out, and ho 
moved to niter his motion to the elTee.t 
that tho new Constitulion and the 
report of the prriceedings hhtjuld be 
|)rinted He|>i»ralely, in which, if my 
memory serves me right, ho wan 
seronde<l by Geo. A. Holmes, and 
Herman K. Erbe, of Connecticut, but 
no f(;rmal vote was taken, as tho al 
teration was understood to bo nutural 
and proper. 

As tho mutter now stands, tho Com- 
mittee on Kevision has notliing what- 
ever to do with tho delay attending 
the publication of the Convention's 
proctedingH, that being within the 
province of the Board, from the presi- 
dent of which an ex|>hination is in 
oriler. 1 tn.iy tubl that I have been 
miide fully acquainted with the rea- 
s(jns for the dehiy in publishing the 
report <;f the ('onveiition, iind think 
thoy ar<> good and sullie.ieiit, but it is 
not for mo to publish ihem.

Kditoii JoiiRNAii: — Once in a 
while 1 can scnipe up a little Jersey 
news to send you, but wluit little 
I here is, cim hardly be much concern- 
ing deiir-miiles, us there aro not 
over a do/.eu scattered about in this 
part of Jersey, K-n or thirty miles 
away from each other. 

Willie Salter, a pnpil of the New 
York Institution, has called on us 
several times during his vacation, and 
we had qiiito a pleasant time jilaying 
cro()iiet. Willio seems to gain a 
brighter mind and coiinteiianct! 
every year at school. 

We hear that Miss Giimage, a sis- 
ter of Air. (1. W. (biniiigis is teach 
iiig Dr. Corson's deiif-miile daughter 
111 'rrenton, N. .1. We sii])pose that 
they are ii wealthy fiimily and would 
not let their (hiugliter go to the In- 
stitution. 

Lust week, 1 was at Trenton, and 
calleil on the Governor. From a 
|)rivul(^ conversation with oiu; of the 
State House oflicers, I learned that 
i,he prospecit for a school for deal- 
iniites in ^tiw Jersey is more eii- 
couiaf^ing than it was before. 1 
asked iJie (Jovernor some tpiestions, 
such as, " What is your opinion of an 
Institution for deaf-mutes in this 
Stale." He looked mo in the face 
for a moment, considering what 
answer to give nie, tiiid not wishing to 
have what he thought to he made 
publicly known, he said that ho 
iiad been considering tho <iiiest:ion, 
but had not yet come to any deliuite 
concluHion. 

" Sir, do you think that the Sol- 
diers (Jhildiens' Home, which is now 
vacated mid idle, would bo a siiiiahlo 
hitildiiig to start with," 1 asked. 

" 1 liavo not thought that as ex- 
actly a suitable place," tho Governor 
replied. 

" Well, then, I preaumo that you 
think it best to have it located on 
a fiirm near some river where the 
(climate is healthy and tho sconory 
pleasing to the eye," 1 once more cii- 
(|nireil. 

He looked ii]) in my face and 
smiled, nodding his heiid in tho af- 
tirinativo. 'I'his cheered me up, very 
much indeed, for I have just had a 
couv(n'sal.i()ii with Rev. John Scara- 
borough, IJishop of New Jersey, and 
he tohl mo tliat there is a farm on the 
liaiilan River, near New Urnnswiek, 
which has long been thought of as a 
most desirable site for the lustitution, 
ami that is now Gov. Ludlow's lioiiie. 
lie wants the Institution to be lo- 
cated there, but will not lot his do- 
sire be publicly known. 1 askeil 
him if the LeKislutiirc should pass a 
lull for a school for deaf-mutes next 
winler, \Miuld he eiidoise it. 
The rejily which I received was in tho 
iillirmaiive, after which 1 asked God 
lo bless tlie Governor, and told him 
that 1 hoped ho was a true friend to 
the unforliiuiit(>s, and that he w(Mild 
never let it drop, but hold fast till the 
end. The Governor smiled and slnxdc 
hands with iiio very cordially as 1 de- 
liarted. Thus ended our friendly 
conversation. I think if the jieoplo 
of New Jersey would <!iu!ourago the 
matter a little, it would get a full 
start and go up high with the Legis- 
lature next winter. I can not liel[) 
from hoping on and hoping on to see 
an Institution for deiif-iiuii.es in our 
own State. It would probably give 
the- matter a better start, if there 
should be a mooting held at New 
Biirnswick early next winter as scxni 
as the Legislature ineets, and call Dr. 
Gallaudet to address tho audience. I 
cannot see why there will not bo a 
better chanco than there ever was 
before. The only sujiposed trouble iu 
view is to get the Legislature to pass 
the bill accoiiliiig to the Governor's 
wish. 

I have benn looking forward to invit- 
ing liev. Henry W. Sylo to come and 
lecture here. We coiild probably get 
II) or 12 deaf-mutes together, and lie 
could lecture at my residence or eith- 
er one of tho 'jhiirches in our vil- 
lage. I niiderstaiul that bo has 
Imm'ii authori/.ed and invited by the 
IJishop of Now Jersey to minister to 
deaf-mutoa residing iu the Diocoso of 
our State, and it seems a littlo 
strange that he has not yet inado his 
a])peiiraiico before any of ua deiif- 
niiiles ill New Jersey. Suiijioso it is 
our fault ill not inviiing him to come. 
If he reads this in the Joi'iiNAL, and 
should choose to come to Stockton at 
any appointed time, \m will be most 
cordiully welcomed, and wo will do all 
iu our power to make his visit as 
jiloHsaiit a ono as our plain hospitality 
CMii afford. 

There seems to bo some woeful 
iliiys out hero in .lersey. There has 
not, a yeiir passed since 1870 without 
a drought of some kiml. We have 
had no rain Ihu'o for ovi\r two nioiilhs, 
anil the drought seems to entail much 
siilTering upon the farmers. In soino 
parts of tlio country thoro is no 
se(;ond crop of grass, and the jiasturo 
land is scorched as if by fire. Whole 
acres of corn can bo seen witliont an 
ear of the grain, and the leaves 
blistered and yellow, 'i'lie maple iiiul 
oiik have their liMives curled np, ami 
their foliage looks as if the blast 
ft'oin a fiirniicc had struck th(>ni. It 
seems to bo very> discouraging to the 
fiirmer, who sows his grain with tho 
hope of reaping a good harvest iu the 
f.ill, but gains nothing by his hard 
labor. \Vo hope and ])riiy that God 
will send forth abundant ruin beforO 
many days pass.
